He  preach¬ 
ed  30  sermons,  attended  12  other 
religious  meetings,  visited  about 
300  families,  and  examined  and 
propounded  4  persons  for  union 
with  the  viaible  people  of  God. 

On  the  9th  of  March  last,  Mr. 
Case  was  ordained  over  the  church 
and  society  in  Coventry,  in  a  very 
destitute  region.

Paris  Bible  Society. 

At  the  fourth  anniversary  of 
iia  Society,  held  on  the  iCtli  of 


April,  the  Marquis  de  Jaucourt, 
the  President,  gave  the  following 
view  of  the  success  and  the  pros¬ 
pects  of  the  Society  : — 

From  every  quarter,  we  declare 
it  with  Joy,  the  voice  of  tlie  friends 
of  the  Gospel  responds  to  ours : 
the  number  of  our  Auxiliaries 
increases  :  several  are  already  sur¬ 
rounded  with  Branches  and  As¬ 
sociations  :  even  the  less-favored 
classes  with  regard  to  wealth,  are 
ea^er  to  bring  their  hard-earned 
uderings  at  the  end  of  every  week. 
We  are,  indeed,  still  very  far 
from  being  able  to  compare  our 
progress  to  that  of  other  Societies, 
which  have  been  longer  established 
than  ours,  particulany  in  countries 
where  tlie  governments  have 
openly  declared  themselves  favor¬ 
able  to  biblical  labors :  yet  we 
have  just  cause  fur  thanksgivings 
to  the  Providence  of  God,  for  hav¬ 
ing  brought  us  to  the  point  at  which 
we  are  now  arrived. 

We  reckon  confidently  on  fnture 
progress;  fur  it  is  impossible  that 
our  brethren  in  tlie  faith  should 
hesitate  to  take  their  sitare  in  a 
work  so  perfectly  conformable  to 
their  principles :  it  is  impossible 
for  friends  of  order  and  of  religion 
to  refuse  it  their  approbation, 
whatever  may  otherwise  be  the 
differences  in  their  opinion. 

We  shall  still  be  obliged  to 
have  recourse  to  foreign  presses, in 
order  to  procure  the  Holy  Scrip¬ 
tures  in  that  variety  of  languages, 
sizes,  and  types,  which  we  find 
necessary  for  the  supply  of  the 
wants  of  all  our  brethren.  But 
we  are  happy  in  being  able  to  an¬ 
nounce  that,  in  future,  our  supplies 
will  chiefly  be  furnished  by  the 
presses  of  France;  already,  three 
editions  of  the  Bible,  published  at 
Toulouse,  at  Montauban,  and  at 
Paris,  two  stereotype  editions  ot 
the  New  Testament  publislied  at 
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Paris,  and  another  published  at 
iMoritbeliard,  furnish  us  with  a 
considerable  quantity  of  copies  of 
the  Holy  Scriptures. 

To  put  into  the  hands  of  all  our 
families  that  Kook,  which  com¬ 
mands  every  Christian  to  fear  God 
and  to  honor  the  kin{(,  to  submit 
himself  to  every  ordinance  of  man 
for  the  Lo)'d*s  sake — that  Holy 
U(»ok,  I  say,  the  basis  of  all  order, 
of  every  virtue,  of  all  true  hap¬ 
piness — is  not  this  rendering  to 
public  and  domestic  morality,  to 
the  State,  and  to  its  families,  yea, 
to  the  Church  itself,  a  service 
which  can  neither  be  disputed  nor 
misconstrued  ?

In  reference  to  Auxiliaries  and 
Associations,  the  Report  stated 
On  the  31st  of  March,  1822, 
there  existed  23  Auxiliaries,  21 
Branch  Societies,  and  12  Associa¬ 
tions  :  since  then,  7  Auxiliaries, 
4  Branches,  and  37  Associations, 
have  been  added — making  an 
increase  of  48,  during  the  past 
year,  and  the  total  of  Bible  Insti¬ 
tutions  ONE  HUNDRED  AND  FOUR.

Society,  six  Auxiliaries,  and  three 
Branch  Societies,  are  forming. 

The  Hon.  and  ,Rev.  Gerard

whole  assembly.  In  an  address 
by  Count  Verhuell,  Vice-Admiral 


of  France,  that  nobleman  thus  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  sentiments  which 
had  been  delivered  by  Mr. 
Noel ; — 


Extract  of  a  letter  from  Dr.  Tarry,  d»t- 
ed  Seranipore,  Jan.  23,  1823,  to  (hr 
Secretary  of  tlie  Baptist  Missionary 
Society. 

I  shall  now  mention  some  few 
circumstances  relative  to  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  the  Redeemer's  cause  iii 
India.  The  most  promineut,andone 
of  the  most  encouraging  things  in 
the  present  state  of  Indian  inis- 
siuiis,  is  the  harmony  which  sub¬ 
sists  between  all  engaged  in  the 
work.  We  and  the  junior  breth¬ 
ren  are  cordially  united,  and  I  be¬ 
lieve  sincerely  love  one  another; 
this  is  also  the  case  with  the  inde¬ 
pendent  brethren,  and  the  same 
friendly  disposition  exists  between 
the  evangelical  clergymen  .and  the 
different  dissenting  ministers. 

The  reports  from  the  different 
stations  are,  perhaps,  as  gratify¬ 
ing  as  they  ever  were  at  any  for¬ 
mer  time.  The  additions  vrithin 
the  last  year  were  very  considera¬ 
ble.  Beerbhoum,  being  about  60 
miles  from  Cutwa,  could  be  but 
seldom  visited  ;  it  is  now  separa¬ 
ted  and  forms  a  distinct  church. 
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ar.ilmiist  in  a  little  time  form  two 
chtirchfs,  one  at  Soori,  ar<il  tlie 
other  at  B'loori  or  Dooberajpoor. 
Hrotlier  Hainp'len  is  now  wettle^l 
It  Soori,  anil  preach.^  to  bo^h  con 
<rre"a(ioiis,  as  well  as  in  t'oe  sur- 
rotiiitlins  nei^hborlioiol.  In  .les- 
sore  (Jushur;  all  tb**  iolial»itaiits  of 
one  villaj;e,  ex(ept  five  houses, 
have  either  maile  o|ie»i  profession 
of  the  gospel,  or  are  in  a  pleasing 
train  towards  it.  Several  villages 
near  Dharca  (l)hako)  are  full  of 
inq'iirers  and  inquiry.  Brother 
Thompson  has  baptized  a  learned 
brahtnun,  a  Dhelle,  the  first  fruits 
of  that  city.  Several  have  been 
added  to  the  churches  at  Dinage- 
pore,  Chittagong,  Calcutta,  Se- 
raiiipore,and  other  places.  Schools 
are  much  encouraged,  and  gener¬ 
ally  well  attended.  Female  edu¬ 
cation,  especially  in  Calcutta,  is 
carried  on  witli  great  success. 


SPREAD  OF  THE  BIBLE. 

Katract  from  a  letter  dated  London, 
^8th  July,  18'23,  to  a  gentleman  in 
Philadelphia. 

“It  is  consolatory  to  observe 
that  the  light  of  divine  truth  is 
spreading  so  fust,  notwithstanding 
every  effort  of  the  enemy.  Lean- 
der  Van  Ess,  writes  from  Drams- 
taht  of  8th  June,  that  the  War 
Minister  had  accepted  his  offer  to 
distribute  the  scriptures  amongst 
the  Catholic  soldiers,  and  3,000 
copies  have  been  deposited  in  the 
war  office  for  that  purpose  t  he 
adds,  no  Catholic  Priests  will  dare 
to  take  away  the  scriptures  from 
the  soldiers,  who  are  highly  grati¬ 
fied  with  the  prospect  of  distribu¬ 
tion  ;  and  further  that  two  Catho¬ 
lic  Priests  had  lately  visited  him, 
and  after  spending  some  time 
could  hardly  force  themselves 
away,  taking  with  them  400  copies 


of  the  scriptures  which  they  had 
purchased  for  distribution.” 

"It  is  among  the  most  remarka¬ 
ble  occurrences  of  the  day  that  a 
Spanish  Catholic  Dignitary,  the 
Bishop  of  Barcelona,  has  been  for 
some  time  past  engaged  in  prepar¬ 
ing  an  edition  of  the  New-T'esta- 
ment,  the  printing  of  £500  copies 
of  which  he  has  just  completed, 
and  it  is^said  to  be  a  truly  elegant 
V’ersion,  superior  to  that  of  Fat'ier 
Scio  ;  it  has  been  approved  by  the 
Cardinal  Bourbon  and  the  Arch¬ 
bishop  of  Toledo,  and  is  dedicated 
by  permission  to  King  Fertlinand. 
Circumstances  of  poverty  are  now 
pressing  on  the  good  man,  but  his 
spirit  is  well  exemplified  in  the 
following  remark  on  the  state  of 
his  church  :  "would  to  God  that 
she  may  be  richer  in  spirituals, 
now  that  she  will  be  in  temporals 
more  like  the  primitive  church.” 

"A  pleasing  circumstance  has 
been  lately  mentioned  from  St. 
Petersburgn,  evincing  a  more  lib¬ 
eral  conduct  on  the  part  of  the 
Emperor  of  Russia  than  his  piditi- 
cal  proceedings  would  afiurd  rea¬ 
son  to  expect.  A  young  Mahome- 
dan  of  rank  had  been  converted  to 
Christianity  through  the  instru¬ 
mentality  of  the  missionaries  at 
Astrachan ;  he  applied  to  them 
for  Christian  baptism,  this  became 
known  to  the  Dignitary,  of  the 
Greek  church  there,  who  applied 
to  the  government,  and  claimed 
the  right  of  baptizing  him  into  the 
Greek  community  as  the  estab¬ 
lished  religion  of  the  country. 
The  case  was  stated  to  the  Empe-* 
ror,  who  on  hearing  both  petitions 
immediately  decided  that  the  Ma- 
homedan  was  at  liberty  to  choo»e 
which  community  he  preferred.”

f;lobe  in  point  of  size  ;  bein^  in 
ength  between  800  and  900  miles, 
and  probably  about  200  in  medial 
breadth  ;  and  tho  a  country  which, 
for  scenery,  for  productions— both 
vegetable  and  mineral — for  popu* 
lation,  containing  about  4,000,000 
of  people,  and  for  moral  interests, 
might  be  supposed  one  that  would 
have  been  conspicuous  in  geo¬ 
graphical,  commercial,  and  philo¬ 
sophical  history,  it  has  received 
very  little  notice  since  its  discov¬ 
ery  by  Europeans,  which  is  sup¬ 
posed  to  have  occurred  in  1506. 
The  English  took  possession  of 
part  of  the  island  in  1810,  and  in 
1820  a  commissioner  from  the 
British  goveniment,  attended  by  a 
missionary  from  the  London  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society,  visited  Kadaraa,  a 
native  king,  for  the  purpose  of  ma¬ 
king  arrangements  for  the  civili¬ 
zation  of  the  Madagasses.  Pre¬ 
paratory  steps  were  taken  in  de¬ 
creeing  the  abolition  of  the  slave 
trade  and  commencing  the  educa¬ 
tion  of  the  youth,  and  a  bright  day 
of  intellectual  and  spiritual  light 
has  dawned  on  this  lung  benighted 
island. — BeL  Chron. 


The  t'alue  of  one  yearns  active 
missionary  labor  in  India^  is  esti¬ 
mated  by  Rev.  Henry  Townley, 
missionary  at  Bengal,  to  be  of 
equal  worth  with  ten  ^ears  in 
England.  When  Mr.  Townley 
was  about  to  leave  England  for 
India,  some  of  his  friends  urged 
him  not  logo;  for  that  he  would 
die  there,  and  perhaps  soon.  He 
admitted  that  their  fears  might  be 
realized  ;  but  he  said  he  was  per¬ 
suaded  that  if  his  life  lasted  live 
years  in  India,  it  would  be  worth 
fifty  in  England.  Mr.  Townley 
was  present  at  the  last  anniversa¬ 
ry  of  the  London  Missionary  So¬ 
ciety,  where  he  made  this  remark ;  • 


^  and  observing  that  he  had  midt 
the  experiment  of  a  visit  to  Indii, 
to  which  place  he  expected  tt 
return,  he  was  well  convinced  of 
the  correctness  of  his  calculation. 
Reflecting  in  this  view  on  the  no¬ 
minally  brief  lives  of  many,  who 
have  departed  from  time,  after  but 
a  few  years  of  labor  in  the  gospel 
vineyard,  we  may  justly  say  res¬ 
pecting  many  ot  them,  that  thej 
had  come  to  their  graves  as  a 
shock  of  corn  fully  ripe,comingin, 
in  its  season.  The  lives  of  Henry 
Martyn,  of  Samuel  Pearce,  and  of 
a  inultituile  of  others  who  might 
be  named,  were  comparatively 
short ;  but  if  we  look  at  the  good 
which  they  have  done,  and  espe¬ 
cially  if  we  estimate  the  worth  of 
that  spirit  of  Christian  benevolenci 
and  zeal,  which  they  have  been 
the  instruments  of  imparting  to 
others,  may  we  not  say  that  their 
years  may  be  compared  to  those 
of  Methuselah,  and  that  their  glo¬ 
ry  may  be  graduated  on  the  same 
scale  with  that  of  martyrs  and 
apostles  ?  An  imperishable  mo¬ 
nument  is  undoubtedly  reared  to 
their  memory  in  the  heart  of  eve¬ 
ry  friend  to  the  gospel  who  has 
known  their  history. — Chr.  IVatch. 


The  circulation  of  the  gospel  in 
India  is  favored  by  numerous  cir¬ 
cumstances.  In  Calcutta,  the 
London  Missionary  Society  have 
a  very  handsome  chapel,  70  feet 
long  and  40  feet  wide ;  the  whole 
expense  of  which  is  paid.  The 
seats  in  this  chapel  are  let,  and 
the  proceeds  are  sufiicient  for  the 
support  of  a  missionary.  The  re¬ 
ceipts  of  the  Bengal  Auxiliary 
Missionarv  Society  will  support 
another  missionary.  The  English 
government  supports  another  at 
Chinsurah  ;  and  a  fourth  mission¬ 
ary  is  totally  self-supported.  A 
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(  •;  ting  press  is  connected  with 
the  Bengal  Auxiliary  Missionary 
and  they  have  circulated 
;  1(10,000  tracts.  The  marquis  of 
Hidings,  the  governor  general  of 
India,  has  encouraged  missions  by 
fipenditures  from  nis  own  purse. 
And  one  who  has  preached  the 
gospel  in  India,  publicly  declared 
in  London,  that  he  had  travelled 
200  miles  up  the  country  in  India, 
and  there  was  not  a  village  where 
he  was  not  permitted  to  go  and 
stand  up  in  the  market-place  and 
I  preach  to  the  people ;  and  that 
there  was  greater  freedom  allowed 
for  preaching  the  gospel  in  Ben¬ 
gal,  than  in  England  itself,  ib. 


Al’BL'aV,  N.  T.  THEOLOGICAL  SEMI-

Rev.  Samuel  H.  Cox,  of  New- 
York,  has  recently  returned  from 
a  tour  in  which  he  was  engaged 
IS  a  special  agent  to  solicit  dona¬ 
tions  and  contributions  fur  the 
endowment  of  a  Professorship  in 
the  Theological  Seminary,  at  Au¬ 
burn,  N.  Y.  The  amount  collec¬ 
ted  was  83087  70.  Of  this  sum 
81265  90  was  received  in  Au¬ 
burn,  %55S  in  Utica,  and  the  re¬ 
mainder  in  three  other  towns. 
The  funds  of  this  Institution  ap¬ 
pear  to  be  fast  accumulating. 
One  Professorship  has  been  re- 
cintly  endowed,  with  8 1 5,000,  by 
an  individual ;  810,000  is  expec¬ 
ted  from  New-York  city,  to  endow 
a  second ;  and.  by  the  success 
which  attends  other  exertions,  ex¬ 
pectations  are  raised  that  enough 
will  be  collected  in  other  parts  of 
the  State,  to  endow  a  third.

APPRENTICES  LIBRARIES. 

The  plan  of  establishing  libra¬ 
ries  for  the  benefit  of  this  nume¬ 


rous  cla.ss  of  our  youth  is  of  recent 
date.  The  first  Apprentices  Li¬ 
braries  were  opened  in  1820,  in 
this  city  and  in  Boston,  and  since 
that  time  numerous  others  have 
sprung  up  in  various  parts  of  our 
country. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the 
libraries  established,  and  the  num¬ 
ber  of  volumes  in  each  library, 
according  to  the  latest  informa¬ 
tion.

We  regret  that  we  cannot  add 
an  estimate  of  the  number  of  the 
youth  for  whose  benefit  these  li¬ 
braries  are  established.  Philadel¬ 
phia  contains  14,000  mechanic  ap¬ 
prentices.  The  number  in  this 
city  is  11,000,  and  already  the 
names  of  nearly  1000  are  register¬ 
ed,  who  are  regular  applicants  fur 
books  at  the  library. 

It  is  gratifying  further  to  state, 
that  our  brethren  across  the  At¬ 
lantic  have  caught  from  us  the 
spirit  of  improvement,  and  in  Idv- 
erpool,  we  are  told,  a  library  has 
been  opened  on  the  plan  of  the  one 
in  this  city,  and  great  eagerness 
is  manifested  by  the  apprentices 
to  avail  themselves  of  its  privi¬ 
leges. 

The  plan  on  which  the  Library 
in  this  city  is  conducted  is  very 
simple,  'rhe  books  are  number¬ 
ed,  with  the  name  of  the  donor  in 
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each.  Every  applicant  must  bring 
a  certificate  from  a  good  guaran¬ 
tee  that  he  is  by  profession  of 
siniie  trade,  a  youth  of  fair  charac¬ 
ter,  and  entitled  to  the  patronage 
ot  the  Library,  and  that  the  books 
he  takes  will  be  returned  in  good 
order  at  the  lime  prescribed.  The 
Library  is  open  every  evening  ; 
the  applicants  being  numerous,  are 
divided  alphabetically  into  six 
classes,  each  of  which  is  allowed 
to  attend  on  a  state«l  evening  ;  so 
that  once  a  week  every  apprentice 
has  an  opportunity  to  visit  the  Li¬ 
brary  ;  and  it  is  gratifying  to  any 
one,  who  steps  into  the  room  of  an 
evening  to  see  agroup  of  boys  a- 
round  the  Librarian’s  desk,  pre¬ 
senting  their  certificates  and  wait¬ 
ing  with  eager  curiosity  to  receive 
their  books. 


The  American  Board  of  Com¬ 
missioners  for  Foreign  Missions 
held  their  annual  meeting  in  Bos¬ 
ton,  on  Wednesdav  the  17th  ult. 
Sermon  by  Rev.  i)r.  Hay,  Presi¬ 
dent  of  Yale  College,  from  Neh. 

The 
Recorder  remarks,  “We  for¬ 
bear  oR'ering  any  opinion  of  the 
disc4>urse,  as  it  will  undoubtedly 
be  presentetl  to  the  public  from  the 
press  ;  but  we  cannot  but  express 
our  regret  that  the  weather  and 
the  alteration  of  the  hour  of  ser¬ 
vice  from  that  which  had  been  pub¬ 
licly  notified,  probably  prevented 
many  from  sharing  the  impression, 
which  was  made  as  we  trust  on 
the  minds  of  all  present,  that  the 
missionary  work  is  preat,  with 
respect  to  its  object,  the  numbers 
fur  whose  spiritual  and  eternal 
benefit  it  is  the  difficulties 

attending  it,  the  divine  injlue.nce 
which  may  be  expected  to  aid  and 
to  succeed  it,  ami  the  system  of 
means  to  be  employed  in  it,  and 


the  present  and  future  rewardsof 
those  who  are  sincerely  and  faitli. 
fully  devoted  to  it.  We  doubt  not 
that  all  who  attended  to  the  solemn 
and  animating  considerations  sug¬ 
gested  by  the  preacher  under 
these  several  divisions  of  his  sub¬ 
ject,  wereconstraineel  to  adopt  the 
conclusion  to  which  his  argument 
led  them,  that  “this  great  work 
must  not  be  suspemfed.”  May 
their  prayers,  alms,  and  effnrti 
unitedly  testify  their  conviction 
of  this  was  deep  and  permanent.” 


VNIVKRSALISM. 

There  are,  doubtless,  multitudes 
of  people  who  have  a  partial  belief 
in  the  doctrine  of  universal  salva¬ 
tion  ;  or  who,  at  least,  spend  much 
of  their  lives  in  attempting  to  sat¬ 
isfy  themselves  of  the  truth  of  a 
-  system  so  pleasing  to  the  natural 
temper  of  the  heart.  There  are 
probably  many  others  who  so  far 
succeed  in  attaining  a  belief  of 
this  doctrine,  that  while  health 
continues  and  the  prospects  of  life 
are  flattering,  they  derive  much 
consolation  from  the  expectation 
which  it  encourages  of  certain 
happiness  hereafter.  And  there 
may  have  been  a  few  whose  per¬ 
suasion  of  its  truth  and  whose  er¬ 
roneous  views  of  God’s  universal 
benevolence  have  been  such  as  to 
shield  them  completely  from  the 
least  apprehension  of  danger,  even 
at  the  uear  approach  of  the  King 
of  terrors.  \V  e  believe  however 
that  facts  will  testify  that  in  most 
cases,  the  hope  of  the  universalist 
as  well  as  of  the  open  infidel,  will 
be  cut  oil',  and  their  trust  will  ap¬ 
pear,  even  to  themselves,  no  bet¬ 
ter  than  the  spider’s  web,  when 
God  comes  to  take  away  the  soul.
